Ask Congregation To

Lack 
of 
moisture, 
either in 
Enow or rain, is becoming serious 
in Delta county and has led to a 
condition which, unless precipita­ 
tion increases to somewhat near 
normal, may become critical tor 
farmers and woods operators, and 
In the development of hydroelec­ 
tric power. 
Recognizing the seriousness 
of 
the situation, 
prayers for mois­ 
ture 
were asked 
by the 
Rev. 
Father Wilmerding, O. F. M , pas­ 
tor of St. Joseph's church in E s­ 
canaba, at services there Sunday. 
Precipitation 
for 
November, 
December and to Jan u ary 15 is 
nearly two inches below the nor­ 
mal for a like period 
over the 
past HO years, it was reported yes­ 
terday 
from the 
U. S. W eather 
Bureau office here. 
The normal 
for the two and one-half months 
is 4,0.5 inches. 
Actual 
precipi­ 
tation was only 2.73 inches, 
or 
nearly two inches below normal. 
The month 
of December 
was! 
the dryest of a 11 # with only 
.IS 
Inches of precipitation compared 
with the normal for the of 1.75 j 
Inches. 
The scant fraction of an j 
inch registered in December was 
described as “ very low.” 
M ay Damage Hay 
E. A. W eaner, county agricul­ 
tural agent, who previously has 
said that wells on farm s in 
the 
county are at low ebb because of 
the lack 
of moisture, yesterday 
added that other serious conse­ 
quences 
might 
result 
if 
the 
drought continues. 
Absence of a snow covering on 
hay fields can mean considerable 
damage if there is alternate freez­ 
ing and thawing. 
Roots of the 
hay plants are pushed upward, 
breaking and killing the plants. 
There is also the danger that the 
exposed ground, freezing deeply, 
w ill act as an impervious cover­ 
ing in the spring thaw and spring 
rains w ill run off the surface in­ 
stead of sinking into the ground. 
This can 
mean a lessening 
of 
ground 
water and 
virtual crop 
failure next summer on most Del­ 
ta county farm lands. 
Loggers and other woods op­ 
erators are also concerned

dry weather
